VER OF A WAGON. 


Three Children’ Crushed Under the Hoofs 
of a Runaway Horse. 


Condition of the Little Sufferers. 


Last evening, about six o’clock, there 
oceurred another of those terrible aecci 

dents that are so often the result of care- 
lessness, A horse attached to a light 
—_—— wagon, temporarily left standing 
in Main street without being hitched, 
started off at a furious rate up that thor- 
oughfare, increasing his foree until he 
reached the corner of Jackson street, 
down which he took at a break-neck speed, 
At the intersection of Second and Jack- 
son, the frantic animal turned to 
the. left Second street, and 
plunged headlong through crowd 
of children of hoth sexes and of ages rang- 
ing from five to ten yearsywho were play- 
ing if the street. e first victim, a little 
negro child, was struck by the fore whee! 
of the vehicle, and knocked senseless, and 
injuries inflicted which have been pro- 
nonneed mortal, <A short distance fur- 
ther on a bevy of white children were col- 
lected, through which the horse took his 
mad way. ‘Those who witnessed it were 
paralyzed with horror, fally cxpecting to 
see every one of the children crushed to 
death; but providentially only two of 
them were seriously hurt—one the son of 
Mr. Maurice Mitchell, who resides on 
Second street, above Jackson, aged about 
nine years, and the other a_ little 
daughter of Mr. Scheflin, whe 
resides about asquare above the locality 
ofthe accideut, Others of the children 
were knocked down, but we could learn 
of none of them being seriously injured 
beyond the two named, 

Mr. Mitchell’s son’s injuries are severe 
cuts on the head and terrible bruises on 
different parts of the body. At seven 
o’clock last night it was impossible for the 
attending physician to determine whether 
or not the little fellow’s lifewas endanger- 
ed by the accident, though it was thought 
there was a chance for his recovery. 

The little girl was badly bruised, bui we 
are glad to say that no bones were broken, 
and that she will be all right, probably, 
within a few days. 

The negro child, the identity of whose 
parents we were unable to establish, is 
thought to be mortally hurt, having been 
insensible since the aecident, 

We were informed ihat the horse he- 
longed toa man named Leyden, who 
keeps a grocery on the corner of Second 
and Jackson streets. The wagon was 
sinashed against a lamp post on the cor- 
ner above where the children were hurt.
